Osmond's first bill, an initiative 
to protect the interests of consumers 
by eliminating the practice of using 
creditscoringas the sole factor when 
considering an application for per- 
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sonal insurance coverage, , was 
unanimously approved; by the 
Illinois Senate (57-0) on May 6. 

Prior to the bill's approval, 
Osmond said, "This is a matter that 
was very important to Tim. I'm glad 
to have the opportunity to cany it 
forward." 

The goal of the bill is to make 
insurance coverage more accessible 
to more individuals, despite credit 
background. It regulates the use of 
credit information by insurance 
companies as it pertains to the 
acquisition of "personal" insurance 
such as private passenger automo- 
bile, homeowners, motorcycle, 
mobile-homeowners as well as non- 
commercial dwelling fire insurance 
policies, boat, personal watercraft, 
snowmobile and recreational vehi- 
cle policies. 



According to Osmond, current 
Illinois law permits insurance com- 
panies to -conduct credit back- 
ground checks on individuals apply- 
ing for insurance. If approved, these 
checks also determine what premi- 
ums should be, 

"This legislation attempts to 
heighten the procedures that 
insurers must engage in to protect 
the interests of consumers when 
insurance producers are utilizing 
credit-scoring information as a fac- 
tor in pricing, renewal or issuance 
of insurance policies," Osmond 
said.

Though nothing is ever certain 
until its done, the Illinois Commerce 
Commission (ICC) is warming up to ' 
a "safe crossing concept" that may 
quiet some of the train horns as they 
pass through Antioch. 

•The Antioch public safety com- 
mittee has been working for the past 
couple of years on a crossing that is 
safe enough that it would become 
unnecessary for trains to sound their 
horns. The proposed test site is the 
railroad crossing at Route 173, 

Alan Knutsen, chair of the 
Antioch public safety committee, 
along with village engineer lim Keim 
met with ICC officials and asked per- 
mission to test the plan put forth by 
the committee and to do so in such a 
way as to make the test "valid!" 
Additionally, funding for the test was 
requested. 

"I expected some resistance," said 
Keim.* "They were open to the idea." 



In a letter addressed to Knutsen, 
Elizabeth Byrne, ICC transportation 
bureau chief, said, "I would agree 
that testing your two gate safe cross- 
ing concept should take place at the 
Illinois Route 173 crossing since it is 
by far. the busiest crossing in 
Antioch. It would present theoppor- 
tunity to collect more extensive data 
than could be collected at the other 
Antioch crossings." 

What started out as a project to 
find a solution to the proposed 1994 
Swift Rail Development Act that 
would mandate trains to blow their 
horns at 100 decibels as they pass 
through quaint and otherwise quiet 
towns, like Antioch, has turned into 
an issue about safety. 

"The federal government has 
pronounced railroad crossings 
unsafe," said Knutsen previously. 
"Making noise is a very low- tech 
safety devise. It's about as high-tech 
as yelling." 

Part of the committee's concern 
with just making more noise is that 



often drivers are talking on cell 
phones or otherwise engaged in 
conversation or listening to the radio 
and noise isn't really so much a part 
of what drivers pay attention to for 
safety signals. 

"Everybody has been complain- 
ing about what the noise would be 
like, but no one was coming up with 
a solution," said Knutsen. "The real 
issue is what should be done to 
make these crossings safer. 
Reducing the noise would just be an 
added benefit." 

It's estimated that about 590,000 
homes in this area are located within 
one-half mile of a railroad crossing. 
Antioch has seven such crossings. 

The Federal Railroad 
Administration (FRA) proposed rules 
in January 2000 that allows for the 
committee to work toward a different 
solution to horn blowing. "Interested 
parties may demonstrate proposed 
new supplementary safety systems or 
procedures to determine if they are an

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Village favors 
clock tower

Village officials not only seem 
amenable to the idea of a 50-foot 
clock tower in Antioch's downtown, 
they have signed a resolution pledg- 
ing a plot of land will be dedicated 
for it. 

The likely spot is at the corner of 
Main and Orchard on the corner 
where the Village Hall sits. 

"The village wishes to move for- 
ward with this," said Mayor Taso 
Maravelas. "The site has to be 
picked before funds can be raised." 

Roland Schleusener a resident 
who used to teach a clock class at 
Antioch Community High School 
presented the idea back in 
February. 



The goal in selecting a location 
is to have a spot that will show it off 
and will be accessible to those inter- 
ested in seeing it. 

The clock would be electrically 
wound and would have two bells. 
The hourly bell would be louder and 
ring at the top of the clock; and quar- 
ter hours would he both lower in 
tone and ring from a lower position. 

The clock itself is an original 
Seth Thomas from 1917 and would 
cost about $50,000. The total pro- 
ject, including the tower, would 
come to abbuf. $200,000. 

Previously, Trustee Dorothy 
Larson asked how most communi- 
ties fund a project like this with die 
answer being from philanthropic 
clubs with. the village agreeing to 
"cap off" the project.

highway-rail grade crossings." 

Knutsen, and the committee he chairs, creat- 
ed the "safe crossing concept," that uses a four- 
point approach centered on equipment, envi- 
ronment, education and enforcement. 

It utilizes the standard equipment found at 
all signaled road intersections with the addition 
of a gate mat is 50 percent longer than what Is 
currently being used at rail crossings. The use of 
already standardized equipment (called 
MUTCD, manual unifonn traffic control devices) 
keeps estimated installation and repair costs 
manageable by eliminating specialized equip- 
ment that Is more expensive and more difficult to 
maintain. 

The safe crossing concept would essentially 
treat railroad crossings as regular road intersec- 
tions. It replaces ambiguous, old-fashioned and 
outdated equipment currently used at crossings 
with a signal system that drivers are already 
familiar with at every signaled intersection across 
the country. 

The proposed traffic lights with optional 
walk lights for areas with sidewalks would simpli- 
fy law enforcement. Knutsen said the lights 
would turn red before the gates would go down, 
making it dear that anyone caught in the inter- 
section had violated the law. The theory is that 
this, in turn, would reduce the liability of the rail- 
road companies and the municipalities utilizing 
the system. 

The concept is based on equipment and 
infrastructure already in daily use In every com- 
munity across the country. The initial cost esti- 
mates are about $9,000 per crossing. Relatively 
low when compared to some other proposed 



solutions such as the automated train horns 
being implemented in Mundeiein at cost greater 
than $30,000 per railroad crossing. 

A study prepared for the Michigan Dept. of 
Transportation in 2000 found "In most cases (of 
railroad crossing accidents) there Is some type 
of driver violation Involved." It also noted that 
"at a red flasher location (without gates), drivers 
arc supposed to stop, assess the risk associated 
with oncoming trains and then proceed (not a 
violation)." 

Antioch Mayor Taso Maravelas asked 
Knutsen, an Antioch resident, if he would spear- 
head a committee to address this issue, "I could 
only give about 10 percent of my time to this 
Issue. He (Knutsen) is a concerned citizen who 
has volunteered his time and his money to work 
on this project," said the mayor. "I want to thank 
him for his efforts." 

"This is what I did before 1 retired," said 
Knutsen. "Now I have an opportunity do some- 
thing for the community."

For the consumer going through the mini mart or gro- 
cery store checkout, the choice of paper or plastic may 
boil down to: convenience, habit, ecological concerns 
(which are open to interpretation), or the desire to remain 
anonymous in the stands at the next Cincinnati Bengals' 
game. 

The catch phrases in the battles of paper vs. plastic 
maybe simplistic, but they tend to influence peoples' 
choice of bag. You've heard the comparisons, e.g., J, use 
a paper bag, kill a tree." Of course it's plastic bags stuck 
In trees and bushes that can be deadly also, against peo- 
ples' sensitivities. 

In the Anchorage, Alaska area, plastic bags are causing a revolution. Overwhelmed by the 
blight of white plastic shopping bags, blown out of local landfills and stuck in trees, as far as 15 
miles away; bags drifting down the Yukon River and bags wrapped around salmon and seals; the 
Anchorage-area villages of Emmonak, Kotlik and Galena have banned the use of plastic bags. 

Now, at least 30 Alaskan communities have taken a stand against the bags, and the trend is 
spreading to Europe, Taiwan and South Africa. 

In the U.S., manufacturing associations for both plastic and paper have weighed in with 
their studies and claims. 

Manufacturers of both conveyances argue that their product is more environmentally 
friendly. Everyone knows plastic doesn't dissolve into the soil with the first hard rain. 

But makers of plastic bags will be quick to argue that paper doesn't dissolve fast enough to 
make a difference in die short-term heeds of landfills, and what's more, the paper bags waiting 
to dissolve take up far more space. 

According to Dr. William Rathje of die University of Arizona Garbage Project, plastic bags, 
compared to-paper, "consume 40 percent less energy to. produce; generate, 80 percent less 
solid waste/produced 70 percent less atmospheric emissions; and release up to 94 percent

But the Paper Dag Council of the American Forest and 
Paper Association in Washington, D.C., points to its active 
promotions of reuse and recycling of paper bags, corrugated 
boxes and other paper products. 

Whether by dint of logic, or following the herd, Lake 
Countians have indicated some strong preferences of their 
own—and much of the sentiment has swung toward plastic, 
ecology be damned. 

Nerroth's Food Mart, on Old Gages Lake Road in Gages 
Lake, has been in business 45 years and paper went die way 
of the Hula Hoop, said owner Pearl Nerrodi. 

"Nobody here asks for paper," she said. "It's been five or 
six years since we had a paper bag in die store." 

Plastic bags, however, cost money for a neighborhood 
"pickup store" watching its bottom line. "So we have a lot of 
people who bring in their own plastic bags, from Jewel, Kmart 
and Dominicks and I've used them," said Nerroth. "We couldn't 
function here without the help and business of our neighbors." 
At Sunset Foods at Butterfield Square in Libertyville, 
plastic is also the bag of preference, by about 80 percent, said a grocery department employee, 
and die recycling effort by regular customers is pretty good. 

"We have the recycling bins and we encourage people to bring back the bags, which has 
been a great idea. A lo t of diem do. " 

The Solid Waste Agency of Lake County, started in 1989 as the first of its kind in Illinois, has 
provisions for most household and yard waste, but plastic film bags are not on their disposable 
items list, said SWALCO Executive Director Andy Quigley. 

"Obviously, die use of plastic film bags at supermarkets has all die eannarks of conve- 
nience. They're light, very strong and easy to carry. It's only been about 10 years since the 
supermarkets really started pushing them at you. 

"But many of the supermarkets also provide for recycling and return of die bags, so that's a 
positive thing," said Quigley. 

"But they really are a nuisance," he added. "In a landfill diey'reblown out, they blow off of 
trash trucks and even in a recycling facility; they're a nightmare to handle." 

One innovation to keeping plastic film bags grounded has been covered recycling carts on 
wheels. Giimee was the first village in the area to adopt the carts, said Quigley, with Grayslake, 
Lincolnshire, Kildeer and Lake Zurich following.

This is quite a concept, folks, 
Youths, specifically those disad- 
vantaged as well as 'at-risk', can get 
the needed discipline by attending 
any one of the area martial arts schools on a 
scholarship, providing they meet a series of 
requirements. 

Money for those scholarships comes from 
a variety of vehicles, one of which is the IKON 
National Break-A-Thon, held nationally once 
every two years at numerous dojo's through- 
out the country. 

Unfortunately, not many of the area mar- 
tial arts school's participated in the event.

"We're not normally a board-breaking 
school, but we decided'to give it a try this 
year.

How it worked was, interested partici- 
pants went out and received pledges, or 
donations, to sponsor them. Then, for a 1- 
hour period, all of them simultaneously broke 
board after board, many of them breaking 
one board at a time. 

Conners said her school had sue sets of 
boards going at once. 

Antioch Shotokan raised over $500 for the 
event. All funds go back towards Project 
Action, the main sponsor for the event. Then, 
through the recommendation from various 
schools, Big Brothers and Big Sisters and even 
numerous hospices, at-risk and troubled 
youths are selected to attend a school on a 
scholarship. Again, the money used for the 
scholarship is generated through fund-raisers 
such as the break-a-thon. 

"Project Action's main mission is to help 
underprivileged children attend these schools 
and keep them out of trouble and out of 
gangs," said Kevin Walker, the foundation's 
founder and executive vice-president. 

Walker also said that funds for the under- 
privileged children are also raised through an 
annual kick-a-thon, in which hundreds of 
dance and gymnastics studios, as well as 
martial arts schools participate. It is usually 
held during the winter months. 

As for earning the scholarship, children are 
selected and they go under the supervision 
and counseling of law enforcement officials. 

From there, Project Action closely moni- 
tors the child's grades, attendance and 
behavior. 

According to Walker, the nation-wide 
fund-raiser held last week eclipsed the old 
world record of 50,381 breaks. The new mark 
now stands at over 71 ,000. Walker also said 
the fund-raiser generated $123,000 of all 
schools competing nation-wide.

Mock drill is just one in a long 
line of preparations for disaster

As the nation went on a height- 
ened alert status this week— Level 
Orange— Lake County too is ratch- 
eting up Its readiness in case of cat- 
astrophe. 

Starting May 12, local disaster 
scenarios In the To^j Officials 2 
(TOPOFF2) drill included a plane 
crash at Midway Airport, a clandes- 
tine biological lab raid on Chicago's 
Wests-Slde^and multiple strategic 
national stockpile sites to distribute' 
medicine-4ihcluding one in Lake 
Bluff. 

The $16 mil- 
lion, real-time 
bioterrorism 
exercise was a 
congressionally- 
mandated, fed- 
erally funded 
simulated terror- 
ist drill utilizing 
weapons of mass 
destruction. 

In our backyard, local agencies 
were tested in their ability to distrib- 
ute, ration and protect medicine 
used to treat pneumonic plague. 

Standing ready 

According to Jim Schultz, 
Director of the Lake. County 
Emergency Management Agency, 
the county was well prepared to 
handle die demands of TOPOFF2. 

In fact, the county was well pre- 
pared even before emergency 
awareness was raised by the events 
of Sept. 11,2001. 

"We had a terrorism plan in place 
prior to Sept 11," Schultzsaid. "When 
9/11 happened, we were ready" 




He noted that, during the 
antlirax scare that followed the ter- 
rorist attacks, the county had twoof 
three test kits in northern Illinois, and 
were able to quickly reassure those 
who thought they had been exposed. 

Response to the potential emer- 
gency was facilitated by the involve- 
ment of the Lake County Fire Chiefs 
Specialized Response Team. 

The team was formed as a 
means of pooling resources after fire 
chiefs realized the costs of main- 
taining their own HAZMAT, (haz- 
ardous materials) teams was pro- 
hibitive. The team functions in the 
same manper as MABAS (Mutual 
Aid Box Alarm System), drawing on

the equipment and manpower of 
several agencies in an emergency. 

Schultz said the bto-terrorism 
drill was useful in making county 
personnel think about the process. 

"Even without the drill, we 
would have been miles ahead of any 
similar area. Had this really hap- 
pened, we would have gotten 
through it," he said. He did note that 
the drill helped identify some areas 
of logistical weakness, and some 
minor changes are expected, such 
' as relocation of some telephones, 
for example. 

Part of the drill's effectiveness 
was due to its high level of realism.

Marine units help keep 
Chain 0' Lakes safe

The Lake County Marine Unit is 
ready for another summer of 
patrolling the Chain 6' Lakes arid its 
portion of Lake Michigan. 

"We start patrolling the first 
weekend of May," said Bruce 
Scottberg, commander of the Lake 
County Sheriff's Department Marine 
Unit. "It has not been real nice yet, so 
there has not been a lot of 
boaters. If It is 75-80 
degrees on Memorial 
Day weekend, you will 
see thousands. But tradi- 
tionally, it is wet and cold 
on Memorial Day." 

Scottberg said that the 
unit's personnel are aware 
of the nation's present 
security awareness state. 

The unit has wel- 
comed eight new staffers, 
due to some scheduling 
changes and a requirement of hiring 
fully-sworn police officers. 

Scottberg said Uiat the unit's No. 
1 goal continues to be the strict 
enforcement of the .08 blood alco- 
hol content rule for impaired boat 
operators.

Fox Waterway 'Agency" (FWA) 
director Ingrid Enriquez said that 
the presence of the marine units 
from Lake and McHenry counties is 
good on the Chain O' Lakes.

Lake and McHenry county marine 
units," said Enriquez, director of the 
state agency created In 1985. 

In addition to the marine units' 
patrols, the Chain O'

"The Conservation 
Police are given boating 
space at our FWA head- 
quarters, and office 
space, because we are 
both state agencies.

They 
have adopted our ordinances so that 
they are now state laws. We had a 
problem In the fall when our con- 
tracts with the counties would end, 
but there still would be duck blinds 
up," Enriquez said.

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Playing the part 

County Board Chair Suzi Schmidt, who 
was playing herself in the drill, was so involved 
that, at one point, observing a mother and 
child (not role-players in the exercise) on the 
street, she thought, "They are going to die." 

She said a woman from FEMA took her 
role-playing seriously. 

"When she heard we weren't getting 
enough drugs, her face fell," Schmidt report- 
ed. 

Schmidt, in her role as county leader, first 
declared the county on "Code Red," claiming 
it as a disaster area, and men worked to get 
prophylactic antibiotics to first respondent 
and volunteers, as well as administrators. 

"We needed people to be well so they 
could make important decisions," she said. 

If this were a real emergency, Schmidt 
would have had to act quickly. 

"I am only allowed to act without a board 
vote for one week," she said. The exercise ran 
for just under a week. 

Will we have enough? 

At one point in the drill, Schmidt was 
stunned to hear that the county would only 
receive enough medication for 7,000 people. 

"We knew that without the medication, 
anyone infected would only live 24-36 hours," 
.she said. 

Liter, more "medication" became avail- 
able, but the volunteers could still only treat 
about 1,000 people an hour. 

"In reality, we would probably have need- 
ed 32 sites in the county, "she said. 

Schmidt feels confident of Lake County's 
ability to handle a large-scale emergency. 

"1 would say we are well prepared," she 
said. "But we' realized we would need more 
volunteers." 

She lauded the Lake County Health 
Department for doing "a great job" in getting 
medication distributed. 

Did it work? 

With over 100 actors playing thousands of

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County purchases gas masks 
as homeland security measure 



The Lake County Board has approved 
awarding a sole source contract to Safety 
Systems Corporation in the amount of $47,164 
for the purchase of gas masks and accessories 
on behalf of the Like County Sheriffs 
Department. 

According to Peter Austin, assistant county 
administrator, the 200 Avon safety gas masks 
and accessories will be used by the deputies 
working for Lake County and will be paid for by 
a local law enforcement federal block grant 

"It's part of the larger homeland security 
issue," said Austin. "The masks are a new stan- 
dardized model being incorporated through- 
out the state and will allow different agencies 



to swap masks at the (emergency) scene." 

According to information released by the 
county, Safety Systems Corporation, in Carol 
Stream, has the sole distributing rights for the 
Avon gas mask and accessories within the U.S. 
It also stated that the State has indicated 
the necessity to standardize the brand and 
model of gas masks used throughout the state 
and it has tested and approved the Avon brand. 
Lake County Undersheriff Gary Striker 
said, "Our older masks don't cover all of the 
biological risks and we wanted to have stan- 
dardized masks for all of the first responders 
so that air canisters could be exchanged if 
needed." — ByJeffZacliary 



roles at the Lake Bluff distribution site, numer- 
ous scenarios were able to be tested. 

That included a mock drug raid by a team 
of three, which Lake County Sheriffs police 
quickly stamped out 

One patient caused a disturbance to dis- 
tract police while others made o mad dash for 
drugs. But that too was actually a decoy. 
Hoping the police were too distracted, anoth- 
er small group swooped in to try and steal 
boxes of the antibiotics. 

"We were able to defuse the situation 
quickly," said Lt. Bert Foster. "No medicine 
made it outside of the building." 

Although many at the site said the drill 
helped them prepare, Lake County Health 
Department nurse Maryann Madariaga of 
Round Lake summed up many sentiments 
shared at the exercise. 

"I think it's been thought out very well," 
Madariaga said. "But there's a lot we don't 
know about if this happened for real." 

How schools prepare 

Several Lake County school administra- 
tors have said their schools would be prepared 
in the event of a disaster or emergency of vir- 
tually any measure. 

Libertyville High School has a major drill 
nearly every semester, each of which deals 
with a different emergency. Principal Joe 
Wojtena said die last drill dealt with an interi- 
or threat to the school. 

"In this drill, we had police involved with 
perpetrators who had guns, so we had gunfire 
in the building and I think we had a bomb out- 
side," Wojtena said. 

After the drill, faculty met with the police 
and fire departments to discuss what should 
be done in such emergencies. 

In the previous drill, Wojtena said the 
school simulated an exterior threat, or one in 
which a gunman was running rampant in the 
community. 

Wojtena said in the past several, years 
school staff has attended workshops with 
police and fire personnel. 

"(In the workshops) they set up a'mlnl vil- 
lage and went through about five scenarios 
and emergencies," Wojtena said. "We've been 
working to be prepared." 

Wojtena added that the school has a crisis 
team in place and an emergency response

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Single voice 
strategy working 

Over the years, Lake County officials, mostly mayors, 
goaded by business groups, have expended a good bit of 
political capital and more than a little energy chasing the 
higlily controversial Route 53 extension plan as a cure all 
answer for transportation ills. 

While municipal leaders in Lake County invested heavily in a 
more than 40-year-old highway concept weighted down with 
financial and environmental baggage, their counterparts in north- 
west suburban areas have been pushing an agenda tied to mass 
transit. Their strategy appears to be bearing fruit. 

Leaders in Schaumburg, Rosemont, Arlington Heights, Des 
Plaines, Elgin, Elk Grove Village, Hoffman Estates, Mt. Prospect, 
and Rolling Meadows, along with Chicago, all are aboard to 
further Metra's STAR plan for 55 miles of rail linking O'Hare 
International, Hoffman Estates and Joliet. The leaders have been 
working overtime to meet federal funding deadlines this sum- 
mer. 

Arlington Heights Mayor Arlene Mulder spotlighted the crux of 
northwest suburban transportation planning. Mulder said the 
region is well-positioned to acquire federal transit dollars. Put 
another way, Beltway biggies in Washington who have hands on 
public purse strings like what they see in suburban northwest 
Cook County transit planning. 

What is intriguing about the STAR plan Is that it follows for a 
good bit of the way Elgin, Joliet & Eastern Railroad right-bfrway, 
the same EI&E that runs diagonally across Lake County to 
Waukegan. The EJ&E's potential has not gone unnoticed, par- 
ticularly commuter rail service for Lake Zurich, Mundelein and 
several North Shore areas. But the EI&E possibilities have never 
generated the fervor of Route 53. That constitutes somewhat of 
a mystery. 

Northwest suburban political and business leaders are speak- 
ing with a single voice, a voice that is being heard in the nation's 
capitol. Lake County officials could follow the same strategy. 
Only they need to be.talking about plans that are doable and have 
favor with federal funds. Route 53 doesn't fit that category in any 
way, shape or form.

Saddlebrook Farms, in the mid-county rolling countryside, 
has been a notable hit. Opened more than 10 years ago, 
Saddlebrook features single family homes built on the shores of 
more than 100 acres of man-made lakes. HeatherRidge, Gurnee, 
was an instant success with its cbndo atmosphere for seniors 
who are attracted by a golf course setting. Lake County's first 
retirement community, Leisure Village, Fox Lake, built more 
than 30 years ago, continues to thrive in the Chain O' Lakes 
where boating and fishing are attractions, Richard J. Brown Co., 
Libertyville, has successfully added over age 55 housing compo- 
nents at Grayslake and Beach Park. These and other communi- 
ties designed for seniors continue'o attract new residents both 
from Lake County and elsewhere.

With the ordinance applying only

stereo systems, face fines for viola- 
tions. 

The ordinance is far reaching, but 
there are glaring omissions and 
loop holes.

Lakes for years. Boat noise got a 
pass. Unmufiled mega power- 
boats still will be able to shatter the 
pristine silence of waterways. 
What about a major pet peeve, 
mobile boom boxes with enough 
amp power to rattle china and 
shake walls?

The manufacturers of ephedra claim 
that it is safe to take in the dosage they rec- 
ommend. This seems to imply that at suffi- 
ciently high doses ephedra could be harmr 
ful. In this regard, the supplement is simi- 
lar to alcohol, tobacco, aspirin, cough med- 
icine, Vitamin D, french fries, sugar and 
salt.

than the government does will probably 
oppose banning ephedra. They believe that 
if adults want to use ephedra, it's none of 
the government's business. Period. 

They also believe that banning ephedra 
will do much more harm than the sub-

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Nontraditional piercing poses serious risk 



If you happen to be among the ranks of 
frustrated parents of a teen whose obsession is 
getting his or her belly button pierced and you 
are trying to be logical and reason with her as 
to why it is a lousy idea, you need to read on. 

Actually, this modern day fad of invasive 
adornment reminds me of when I was 15, 
and the "in thing" was getting your ears 
pierced. The arrival of the gothlc metal look 
was still decades away, undreamed of back . 
then. All my girl friends were wearing pierced 
earrings, and despite the fact that my mother 
"forbade it", I defied her wishes.' 

One day after school, unbeknownst to 
her, I conjured up a lot of nerve, and walked 
two city blocks to a doctor's office. Now, this 
was someone I had never been to before, and 
when I saw him, I was surprised he was still 
able to practice medicine. He looked about 
80, and he couldn't see very well. But what 
the heck, he didn't ask me for parental con- 
sent, and I was on a mission. The most 
important thing in my life was to identify 
with my peers and get my ears pierced. 

There is no way I would ever do that now, 
not in a million years! Especially since he did 
it with a long needle. Ouch! They didn't have 
ear-piercing guns then. Somehow, though, 
he managed to target the ears and 1 left that 
day with an imitation ruby in each ear, a 
swab of cotton and a bottle of rubbing alco- 
hol. The hole in the left ear was lower than 
the right one, but I was happy anyway. 1 
soaked my new little orifices for weeks with 
the alcohol. I had some discomfort during 
that first year, but I was a kid. I survived and 
it was no big deal— but those were my ear 
lobes that were pierced, and not my navel. 

The history of ear piercing seems to origi- 
nate somewhere between the recognition of 
the opposite sex and the discovery of fire. 
Today it is estimated that as many as 80 per- 
cent of American women have pierced ears. 
There is disagreement however, when it 
comes to the advent of navel piercing, some 
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Day Simon 



arguing that it has never been recorded in 
primitive cultures, while others claiming evi- 
dence of navel piercing records stretching as 
far back as ancient civilizations of Egypt. 

Regardless of its earliest appearance, the 
issue remains that reports of major compli- 
cations for earlobe piercing are rare. 
According to an Iowa Department of Public 
Health publication, "It appears that minor 
complications of earlobe piercing are com- 
mon and major complications are rare.'' On 
the other hand, recent medical journals have 
chronicled hundreds of cases of injury and 
infection involving navel and other nontradi- 
tional body piercing. ' 

Medical experts Dr. Leland Rickman of 
the infectious disease division at the 
University of California, San Diego School of 
Medicine (UCSD), and S. Samantha 
Tweeten, a UCSD graduate student, warn us 
of the dangers of nontraditional piercing. In 



the March issue of the Journal of Clinical 
Infectious Diseases they say, "It is likely that 
healthcare providers may see an increase in 
the complications resulting from these pierc- 
ings." They tell us that cases of seriously 
infected piercing sites are on the rise, stating 
that infection with bacteria such as 
Pseudomonas (P.) aeruginosa or . 
Staphylococcus aureus are most common 
after piercing. 

They cite the case of a 20-year-old 
woman who contracted a P. aeruginosa 
infection after having pierced her upper ear. 
Because it did not respond to initial antibiot- 
ic treatment, it resulted in the removal of a 
large portion of her ear, creating a perma- 
nent "cosmetic deformity. Dr. Irwin Harris, 
Professor of Surgery at UCLA School of 
Medicine tells us, "Body piercing is not an 
innocuous cosmetic procedure to be under- 
taken lightly— the upper cartilage of the ear 
should never be pierced." 

Enough said? So, parents, let your pre- 
teens and teens know about the risk factors 
Involving the piercing of nontraditional sites 
including the lips, nose, navel, eyebrows, the 
upper cartilage of the ear, nipples and geni- 
tals. Have your children read this. It may pre- 
vent problems down the road.

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school did not know, maybe, but that does 
not stop adults from reacting to it. There was 
no rage or even disappointment over the 
event. There was nothing normal or human 
about anyone's initial response. Maybe this is 
why our society is seeing such an increase in 
violent behavior. Simply because it is accept- 
ed and there is no rage over any of it. 

* Why are the Junior girls so desperate to 
"fit in?" This is also a let down as far as par- 
enting goes. Parents need to really talk to 
their kids about that much more so that kids 
don't ever go to this length to belong to any 
group. 

I keep hearing about how this incident 
should not take away the future of the perpe- 
trators because after all, it was just an "error 
in judgement" and it shouldn't hurt the rest 
of their lives because there was no perma- 
nent harm done. My question is how do they 
know what harm was done? Feces can carry 
parasites. So can animal innards. How do we 
know yet what the long term effects are going 
to be of ingesting the "poop cocktail" they 
ate. The mixture could be harboring some 
parasite that will eventually harm their inter- 
nal organs irreversibly.

It wasn't ritzy 
enough for the girls in my gym class and they 
made sure I knew it for a long time in addi- 
tion to making sure all of their friends helped 
them make sure I knew it. Of course, now 
there are different teachers, different staff, 
different administration. It was a long lime 
ago and the faces have changed, but obvious- 
ly the attitude hasn't. 

If we are to learn anything from this it is 
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this: make sure your kids know right from 
wrong from the start. Teach it actively and 
diligently. If you ever see your child become 
abusive toward any other human being or an 
animal, learn what to do to successfully get 
that to go away. Kids are born instinctual and 
they do use physical means to get what they 
want. They don't'just outgrow it. Parents 
have to teach them how to stop it. Then 
again, some parents obviously don't. Don't 
be one of those parents. Parents also teach 
compassion and caring for others. Or they 
should. They should never stand by .while 
someone is getting hurt. It is never hard to 
get help for someone. Teach them that car- 
ing. Make sure your kids learn the good way 
when they are young. Let's try and take this 
country out of the garbage can it sits in now, 
after this story, and make all of our kids 
decent and good. 

I find it absolutely amazing that if a child 
tries in school to bring up G-d, The 10 
Commandments, religion, spirituality or any- 
thing related to it, that is when you see the 
rage fly and all the adults get up in arms. But, 
when this evil behavior is going on and I do 
mean evil, there is a sense that the powers 
that be have been lobotomized and really 
have no strong opinion one way or the other 
about it happening.

Proposed law aimed at 
safety for newborns 



Abandoning a newborn infant on a 
doorstep or in a dumpstcr usually ends in a 
baby dying needlessly while a scared, young 
mother goes to jail. A proposed new law aims 
to reduce those odds. 

House Bill 2298, which gained unanimous 
approval in the Illinois Senate April 12, would 
educate teenagers on Illinois Safe Haven law 
that protects parents who safely abandon their 
newborn child at a hospital or staffed fire sta- 
tion. Under the jaw, the parents can remain 
anonymous so long as the baby shows no signs 
of abuse. 

"The Safe Haven law has saved the lives 
of three babies since it took affect last 
spring," said State Rep, Adeline Geo-Karis, a 
sponsor of the bill, "Unfortunately ten more 
babies were not left in the safety of a hospital; 
and five of those died, including one In my 
district in Waukegan. We need to get infor- 
mation out about this law so that no other 



baby dies needlessly?' 

Under House Bill 2298, existing sex educa- 
tion classes would teach teenagers about the 
Safe Haven law as an alternative to abandon- 
ing a child on the streets. 

Geo-Karis says that providing this infor- 
mation to high school student ensures they 
know about the Jaw when they are older. It also 
targets a group more likely to hide a pregnan- 
cy and abandon a baby rather than ask for 
help. 

Forty-four states currently have Safe 
Haven laws; and many, such, as Arizona, 
already provide information about the law 
through their sex education classes. Illinois law 
requires students in grades six through 12 par- 
ticipate in sex education classes, unless a par- 
ent objects. All classes must teach that absti- 
nence is the only protection mat is 100 percent 
effective against unwanted teenage pregnan- 
cy, sexually transmitted diseases and AIDS.

. Wokers Get More Benfits, Higher Wages

Last week Associated Press reported that benefits and wages . 
for workers Increased significantly In the first quarter of 2003. 
Good news! Although a 1.3 % Increase for three months may 
not seem like much, consider that It Is the largest quarterly 
Increase in 13 years. In addition, the Increase was almost 
twice as much as the last three months of 2002. It also 
I exceeded economist's estimates for the period by 02.5%. In 
I the last 3+ years we havei certainly- heard our share of eco- 
nomic gloom and doom, i Much of , trial bad news Is related to 
Ihe job market. Therefore, when we hear good news, we need 
to rejoice In It. This Is, of course, great news for those who. 
received the salary and benefit Increases, but It Is also good 
news for everyone In America, because those Increases are . 
the fuel that drives the economy. 
Ultimately these Increases, which directly benefit those who 
are currently working, will contribute to Increased positions for 
' those who are currently looking for a job. Here Is how it works. 
The people who have received higher wages have only two 
choices. They can spend that money or they can savo.lt. II . 
they spend the dough, they create a need for workers to 
replenish those products or to supply those services. If they 
decide lo save it, they create more capital to be used by com- 
panies and consumers to buy more goods and sen/ices. That 
creates more jobs. In either case, thoy are aiding the growth 
of the economy. 

Additionally, these increased numbers show that management 
values the" workers that are still employed. As we alt know the 
'unemployment numbers have been Increasing steadily over 
the past few years. Meaning that fewer people have Jobs.: 
When that happens, management Is predisposed to spend 
less on those who are working. Theoretically, If there are more 
workers available and fewer jobs, open positions' can be filled, 
more easily and less expensively. 
Howeverj Ihe news of last woeR shows that Is not true. In fact; 
we find that those workers that are still employed are required 
to do more than before 'the recession. Their management 
appreciates theses additional contributions and is providing 
higher wages and better benefits as a reward, 1 . 
Most of the dally news we hear Is not good, especially as it 
relates to the economy and the job market. In fact every lime 
Mhat the government delivers a report of gloom I get calls and 
e-mails asking what to do next. Bui when we hear good news 
I usually hear nothing, . Just as the bad news generates cau- 
tion (In some cases anxiety), we need, to use Ihe good news 
to produce hope and peace. 

How can, we use the good news to our. advantage? Those 
who are unemployed could use the new' found motivation to 
, meet set up additional meetings to share their situations with' 
friends who may know of jobs. Those who are looking for a 
Job could decide to send out five' more resumes because of 
the additional hope. The news from last week Is not a sign that 
Ihe recession Is over or that the job market Is fully recovered. 
' The news will not provide one additional job.- But those who 
use the news to their advantage could lind a Job because of it.
